MORIBUND LAWS.

-* (Daily Press, 28th November.)+ 
' — Qn two previous occasions we haveox- 
pressed the opinion that the term “law” 
| “ag applied to the set of conventions known 


generically as International Law is inexact, 
if not absolutely a misnomer. At the time, 


we did not expect that the importance of 
the point would'so soon be made apparent 
by atrial in the Court. Indeed, except as a 
matter. having a certuin academic interest, 
it did not occur to us that the discussion of 
the question—apart from a possible political 
outcome that we suggested wight one day 
eventuate—was particularly practical or 
profitable. It nrose, however, in the course 
of the local triak of certain issues of tha 
dispute concerning a charter-paity made 
between the owners of the ship Prometheus 
and the Osaka Shozen Kuisha. The Counsel 
for the shipowners contended, very naturally, 
as Russia had declared a certain prin- 
ciple to he the law, and as the Powers 
were permitting Russia to act ns if ber own 
declaration was the law, that this Russian 
declaration was to all intents and purposes 
the law under which the shipowners should 
conduct their business. The International 
lawyers had said contraband of war was one 
thing: the Russians had declared it another; 
and az Russia was the only authority that 
seemed to he giving practical effect to either 
or any definition, it seemed a sorry business 
to look toany so-called law that was not being 
enforced. We-do not for one moment con- 
sent to suppose, even in face of Russia's 
declaration, and the fact that for some in- 
scrutable reason the Statesmen of the world 
are allowing her to have her own way, that 
the law of contraband is not International 
Law as understood-by other Powers. Nor 
do we question in the slightest Sir H. 8. 
Brexevey’s decision that the law ruling 
the behaviour of neutral shipping should 
be International Law, and not any casual 
. arbitrary ruling of. some Power which 
may for ths .time- be enjoying the 
“splendid isolation” of Satan after the 
rebellious council in the hall of -Pan- 
demonium. But with His Lordship’s argu- 
ment that a law agreed upon remains law 


e 


j. even while some of its nominal adherents 


are flagrantly disobeying it, it is not so easy 
to be satisfied. Law may be a code of shalts 
and shalt-nots agreed tou by a community, 


ora similar code enfurced upon the com- 
munity by .somé authority to whom the 
community has permitted the necessary 
power. It would seem foolish to suggest, 
. a8 Sir Henry Berxauey says, because some 
persons possess temporarily the power to 
resist an established municipal law, that 
such municipal law has ceased to éxist. 
Lhe point is, however, that such power of 
resistance could only be temporary, as the 
power of the law to enforce its own obser- 
vance must be re-asserted sooner or later, 
Ioternational law has never had such power, 
while the power to resist it hus always been 
eujoyed by nations who in time of peace 
may have agreed to principles. Murderers 
_ frequently have the power for a time to defy 
the law, but the law against murder stands. 
Could it be said to stand if the law, instead 
of intervening as soon as possible, were to 
say tothe murderer at large: ‘“‘ We pro- 
test against your act, which was unlawful,” 
and let it-go at that? There are laws now 
on the. British statute books which 
are undoubtedly the luw—here Sir 
‘Henrzy Bezxevey's poiut seems to receive 


’ gupport—but which, by common consent, 
. are regarded-as dead-letters, and not acted 


upon. * Suppose there were no arrangements 
for enforcing these old statues in case of 
- need; and we have the status of international 
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law, which consists of a mass of opinion as 
to what should be lawful, but bags no 
machinery behind it to compel ohedience 
toitsdicta, True, there are numerous legal 
decisions based on its principles, but these 
were not international decisions, They 


were -the decisions of judges learned in 
international law and its customs, and 


affected only individual delinquents coming 
within their own jurisdiction. Russia as a 
nation sets aside international law, even to 
the extent of repudiating a principle to 
which she had previously consented. A 
law which can be repudiated is not a law in 
the sense in which the term is understood. 
The ‘golden rule” is a law which all 
men consent to. At least, we have heard 
of no man, and can imagine no man, likely 
to have the hardihood to oppose the prin- 
ciple of doing to others what he wishes 
others to do to him. In practice, however, 
this “law,” or this “rule,” the terms being 
rightly: interchangeable, is more often 
broken than observed. As a matter of 
strict definition, it is not a “law,” and it is 
nota golden “rule,’’ because there is no 
Ruler, or Power, or mechanism back of it | 
to put it into force. It is an axiom, an 
adage,'a proverb, but it is po more; and 
that is the case with international law. 
Law is useless, and practically non-existent, 
if it does not practise. For practical pur- 
poses, in the current war, a cautious ship- 
owner will owturally say that the law for 
him to obey is the law that is being en- 
forced, and that is just what is being done, 
even by British shippers, whose national 
laws recognise und upbold the international 
law which does nothing to protect them if 
they fall within the clutches of Russia who 
has a law uuto herself. The only known 
way to enforce law is in the provision of 
penalties for breach, and international law 
has no penalties. ‘The horse led to the 
water could probably be made also to drink, 
if it could be made to understand that a 
refusalto drink would involve a beating. 
Russia in 1856 was led to the water (or 
international law of contraband ‘and other” 
things) and now, iu 1904, she refuses to 
drink. More faith would be felt in the 
actuality of international law if Russia were 
also made to understand that her repudia- 
tion, if persisted in, would mean a beating. 


PROPOSED REFORM OF CHINESE 
F WRITING, 


ge ee 
(Daily Press, 29th November.) 

In the course of a very interesting paper on 
the characteristics of the people of 
Corea, written by the Missionary Bishop of 
that country, which appearsin East and Wrst, 
a quarterly Mission journal, a reference is 
-mude to the written language, -which is of: 
considerable interest in its bearing upon the 
Chinese as well as upon the Coren lan- 
guage. The Chinese classics in Corea, as 
in China, are the onlv bovks, a knowledge 
of which will entitle a Coreau to be regard- 
ed as un educatel man. But it appears 
that the Coreans have accomplished a feat 
which has often been suggested as highly | 
desirable in China, namely, providing some- 
thing in the furm of ap alphabet by which 
the written character can be deciphered. 
“For the berefit of the unlettered—that is 
to say the great mass of the people, an 
alphabetical script or sylabary has Leen 
provided by their scholars, With the help 
of this script (which is known as the En- 
Moun,.and understood practigally by every- 
body).all sounds of the spoken language 
can be easily expressel. The spoken lan- 
guage, beiag neither Chinese nor Japanese, 
stands, therefore, apart from Chinese, with 
the result that Corea has one language

educated, not written.” Itappearsthatin — - _ 
the schools it is the great aim to teach? _

tongue with its alphabetical expression for 
the ordinary purposes of life. “How tar this 
alphabetical and phonetic system is appli- . - 
cable to pure Chinese is not stated; and - 
in this the remarks made in the . 
article referred. to unfortunately break 

off just at- the point where they 
hecome most practically. interesting. If, - 
however, the alphabetical system can be 
applied to the ordivary Corean spoken 
lunguage, there would seem little reason to 
doubt that with a little ingenuity it could 
also be adapted to the pure Chirmese; and 

the means may perhaps be found in an un- 
expected quarter of solving a problem_ 
whose solution would be of incalculable 


- benefit to students of Chinese, and would 


render the study of at least the colloquial. 
language one comparatively easy. What 
the Coreans apparently do with their own 
language is very much what Huropeans 
have toa large extent to do in acquiring 
Chinese. They make an attempt at a 
phonetic record. of the words used without - 
too much trouble as to the actual characters 
that would be used in writing. But unfor- - 
tunately there is no European language 
which is really adapted to express with any- 
thing approaching ‘to accuracy the true 
pronunciation of Chinese words in any 
accepted dialect. In French a vast number 
of the Chinese words are simply impossible ; 
and neither German nor English will meet 
the requirements, in all cases—but a happy 
mixture of the three languages may arrive 
at a slight approximation ta either the 
Peking or the Nankin Dialect —but at best 
the result is very unsatisfactory. It is 
worthy of enquiry whether the Corean 
“En-Moun” would help out tho difficulty. 
That a people so little considered, and in 
many ways so insignificant, should, for their 
own edification, have hit upon a device for 
making it possible to write the language 
ordinarily spoken in a way that will be 
‘‘understanded of the people” is certainly 
to their credit, and it might be hoped. 
that something of the same kind would 
be ‘taken in hand for the benefit of the 
masses in China. If once a phonetic system 
could be accepted by the Chinese, it would 
not be very difficult to adapt it to the more 
important local dialects, and by degrees 
one of the great bulwarks of “localism” in 
China would be, at least to a considerable 
extent, broken down. Of course any move- - 
ment of the kind would be regarded with 
dislike by the ‘more edueated classes in 
China. To them, the written character and — 
the classical style are subjects almost of 
superstitious veneration, and the idea of 
modifying writing for the simple cbject 
of making it intelligible to pesple who have 
not goue through the same hard studies as. 
they have themselves, would appear-an- 


innovation little short of revolutiouary ; but 
changes quite as radical have been effected -- 


in other places, and might-niot be impossible 
even in China, the proverbial country. of-all 
that is conservative. Among«the purely - 
scholastic the old. classical Cuinese is 
certain to hold its own for many long years . 

to come—if for no other reason for the very 
efficient one that a mastery of it is luoked - 
upon as the only thing which gives a min 

a title to be considered: educated at all.:: 
Bui as time goes on the scholastic feeling * - ” 
might become modified to some slight‘ex-~-

Chinese document without assistance from 
atencher. Possibly the fuculty is hereditary, 
and tlie Chinese bave an inner-consciousness 


of the “‘ Three Character Classic ’’ from their | 


birth, as Heine said the lucky Roman babies 
knew their accusativ.s in‘ im” in their 
cradles; but, allow ingfor all this, the fact still 
remains that any mastery of the Chinese 
language must be an impussibility to tue 
large mass of the people, and that on the 
whole their knowledge must he very restrict- 
‘ed. Anything which would improve this 
state of affairs would be an enormous bene- 
fit to the country, and though it is likely to 
be some time before the Chinese are suffi- 
ciently enlightened to take this view of the 
subject, still something might be done, 
on the lincs adupted in the Coren, to enable 
many of the masses, who cannot hope to 


become finished scholars, to acquire a wider 
acquaintance with the general subjects of 
education in ‘their country, and to have 
the means of mcve readily acquiring in- 
formation upon current matters. 


THE AWAKENING OF THE — 
WAIWUPU, 
(Daily Press, 30th November.) 

* The announcement that the Chinese 
Government had notified Mr.’ Conger, the 
United States Minister at Peking, that the 
“contract agreements with the American 
China Development Company of the 14th 
April, 1898, and 13th July, 1900, to con- 
struct the proposed Hankow-Canton Railway 


are cancelled must have come as a rnther 
unpleasant surprise not only to the Com- 


pany itself but also to the Belgian financiers 
who had agreed to purchase the American 
rights, ‘Lhe belief entertained by the 
Chinese that the Belgian capitalists repre- 
sented other nationalities (to wit, France 
and Russia) eeems to have stirred up a most 
determined opposition to the transfer in the 
two Kwang, and several meetings have 
been held in Canton at which the withdrawal 
of the American capitalists from the enter- 
prise was severely criticised. The repre- 
sentutions made by tlie people of Kwangtung 
and the Hunanese have had the effect 
desired. . The Waityupu, influenced con- 
siderably no doubt by the success of 
Japanese arms, plucked up sufficient courage 
to respond to the appeal of the Southern 
Chinese af have cancelled the concession 
made to the American Belgian Syndicate. 
‘They had good and sufficient reason 
for so doing. The main line had not been 
.commerced, and they did not consider the 
‘construction of the Fatshan to Samsbui 
line a sufficient pledge or indication of the 
concessionaires’ intention to carry out the 
_ Inain scheme to cunstitute any excuse for 
' the sudden retirement of the American 
company from the field. Moreover, the 
_time limit has been reached and passed, and 
on that ground alone the Chinese Govern- 
nient could, we imagine, proceed to cancel 
the agreement. It is laid down in Article 4 
of the Supplemental Agreement that, “ if 
after the expiration of twelve monthg from 
the. date of ratification hereof the work 
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cf construction shall 
begun on the main line, this Supplemental 
Agreement is to become null and void.” 
That period has long been passed, and the 
main line has not, so far as we are aware, 
been commenced at either end. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that when the Ameri- 
can Company sells its rights to a fereign 


body the Chinese Government should turn 
restive and decline to be a party to the pro- 


i posed trarisfer, more especially when they 


i have reason to suppose that the Power that- 
ij has given them so much trouble in Man-: 


ichuria is to take the place of capitalists 
! who might reasonably be supposed to enter- 
tuin no political aims or ambitions, ‘ 

The aetion of the Chinese Government 
iin this ease. may perhaps also act as a 
stimulus in other directions. There bas 
been a griat lack of vigour in carrying out 
“railway constraction in most cases where 
concessions have been given. The case of 
the German syndicate who had the eonces- 
sion for a railway from Tsingtao to Tsinan- 
fu, the capital of Shantung, was a notable 
exception. That line was coropleted to 
Tsinan last spring, and the fact reflects 
much credit. on the energy and push of the 
syndicate. The British syndicate who hold 
the concession to cons'ruct the Kowloon- 
Canton railway have not yet commenced 
the work «despite the vigorous outcry 
raised, and even now is unprepared to start 
work, six years after obtaining the right. 
We believe that negotiations are proceeding 
between the British and Chinese Corpora- 
tion and the Colonial Office for some sub- 
sidy or guarantee for that portion of the 
line passing through British territory, 
and these negotiations appear to have 


been going on for the greater part of the 


year. The same Corporation has the con- 
cession for the construction of the Shanghai- 
Nanking line, for which a loan has at 
length been floated, but the work has not 
yet been commenced. Why do not these 
worthy people endeavour to make a start 
and show themselves in earnest ? Why these 
endless delays? It is true that in China 
the Government and people—like most 
Orientals—take no note of time, even by its 
lossi; but there is, or may be, a limit to 
their complaisance in this matter, if one day 
it should appear to suit their interests to 
take advantaye of the time limit of the 
‘agreements. Nor is this the only danger. 
It might suit the purpose of British capi- 
tali-ts to offer to undertake the construction 
of the Hankow-Cunton railway, and if the 
Kowloon-Canton line were well on the way 
to completion there would have been a good 
chance of obtaining this concéssiun. But

KWONG UN FIRM v, WONG KUN TAK AND 


OTHERS, 

This was an action in which the plaintiff firm 
proceeded against Wong Kun jak, Ho Chak 
Shan, Tang Chak Hing, alias Tang Sz Leung, 
and Tang T'suk U, the defendants, for $1,295.56, 
reduced to a thousand dollars so as to come 
within Summary Jurisdiction. The plaintiffs 
alleged that the money was owing to them in 


respect of the balance of payment for coal sold 
and delivered by them to the defendants. The 


plaintiffs stated that coal had been supplied to - 
the value of $6745.10, while only $5,449.54 had 
been paid for, leaving a balance of $1,295.56 
owing to them. 

Mr O. D. Thomson appeared for the plaintiff ; 
Mr. P. W. Goldring, of Mr. Brutton’s office, 
for the defendants. 

Mr. Thomson said that the p'aintiff wasa 
coal merchant, and the defendants were traders. 
The question was whether the defendants were 
partners in the firm interested in the building of 
the launch Ying Fat. 

The managing partner of the plaintiff firm 
deposed that he supptied coal to Yu Lai Chun, 
now dead, and the defendants for the launch 
Ying Fat between the 28th Nevember, 


1901; and the 8th. December in the same 
year. A few days after Yu Lai Chun’s 
death the defendants came to see him. 
Ho Chak Shan said that the acoount would be 
paid later on. He came later with Tang (‘hak 

ing and repeated his assurance. Tang Tsuk 
U rwards said the same thing. He saw 


Wong Kun Tak at the salt fish market and he 
also said the account would be paid. 


Cross-examined—He did not remember an 
occasion when Yu Lai Chun mortgaged the 
Ying Fat. He was not present when the de- 
fendants bought the deceased's share in the Ying 
Fat and paid the money to the widow Yu Lai 
Chun ; his foki was present in Mr. Hett's office 
on that occasion. He did not know that it was 
arranged for the widow to pay him the money.

knocked down by a tramoar in Des Vosur Road 
on Wednesday, the 28rd Nov. Messrs. C. L. G. 

F. Ancott, and A. B. Moulder 
were the jury empanelled. Evvidence was taken 
at length, and the assistant superintendent of 
the Government Civil Hospital, Dr. Laing, 
after a post-mortem examination, found that 
death had followed concussion of the bra‘n. 
The otly conflicting evidence was that of 
Mr. Byrds, a missionary from Kwang-su, - 
and the motorman of the tram, the former 
stating that the speed of the oar was from 
10 to 15 miles an hour, while the latter said the 
tram was not travelling mora than eight miles.

S1z,—The recent decision of tho lesrasd 
Chief’ Justice with regard to contraband of war 
is peculiar in that it is based on (nternational 
Law which, if it possosses a discredited and 
somewhat shadowy existence, has certainly no. 
authority either among nations or among .in- 
dividnals (the Chief Juslice excepted). . In the 
case of this notable exception, it happens that 
the so-callei International view of Contraband 
coincides exactly with the British view, and.the 
Chief Justice is in the happy position of finding 
the interests of hisown country in no degree at 
variance with the inspired doctrines of Inter- 
national. Law. He is also in the no less 
fortuvate pdsition of being avle to regard with 


come degree of asperify the vagaries of Frenoh- . 


and Ku:sian Courts who disregard International 
Law when they find it irksome, and to feel 


no donbt a certain amount of eonscions fectitnda ~ 


in thefact that his own judicial position with 
regard to International Law ‘is, so to speak, ~ 
irreproachable. In the entuusiasm of finding 
himself in a position so eminently gratifying to 
the heart of a good man, the learned Chief 
Justice is carried away to state that Inter- 
national Law, so far from being s vague 
chimera existing only in text-books and in the 
brains of visionaries, has on nations a real 
binding force which becomes only temporarily’ 
and o:casioually in abeyance. That the learned 
Chief Justice, however, is alive to the signi- 
ficanes of the fact that International Law (sic) 
on the question of Contraband harmonises 
with the British view (and interests) will be 
seen from the following excerpt from his 
decision :—“ The parties must be -said to have 
used tue exprersion “Contraband of War” in © 
the sense in which it is used in British Courts_ 


of Law, which os its sense in International Law.’ , 


Jt cannot be successfully contended that pro-: 
visions would be regarded by British Courta of 
| aw as unconditional contraband of war, or that 
there is avy likelihood that they will over: take 
that. view.”

Because - 


that we are dependent on other nations for - 


our food supply, and becau<e we find the present 


stats of Int-rnational Law as recognised by 
ourselves, and at one time by othera, to be quite - 
harmonious with national interests. But if 
we found in some other equally vital instance 
that our interests couflicted with International 
Law as understood by ourselves; whether or not 
we sh. u'd be even morally -bound by Interna- - 
tional Law is a difficult question, and has 
certainly two sides toit; and if we descend 
for a moment from the ocvntemplation of dissy 
mora! heights and wish to retain our equilibrium 
on earth, there cannot be the slightest-doubt in 
the mind of anyone that we should not as:a 
matter of fact be- bound in any practical. way 
or to any appreciable extent oy International . 
Law. Nations have-been.a law unto themselves 
(and Great Britain a ggod law unto herself and 
unoto.others) for the last twenty centuries; and 
they are not going to change their methods at 
the bidding of so inconsequent a thing -as 
International Law, when a disagreeigent be- 
tween its tenets and their own.interésts actually 
ocours. Suppose, then, that Great Britain had 
issued declaration to the effect that foodstuffs 
were unconditional contraband of. war. Conld. 
the learned Chief Justice, with all his deference 
to the law of nations, by any manner of means 
flout his own Government and refuse to tako its 
definition of Contraband? He could not. French 
and Russian Courts. are, 1 take it, in ne better 
position.

The basis of prosperity in the Philippines 
must remain the agricultural resources fora 
considerable time. Business activity iu the 
islands has been throttled for the reason that 
the staple resources of thé country have been so 
hopelessly demoralized. There bas beea vo 
appreciable market fur-the producta of the 
islands. The farms that had been so Jong idle 
or negligeatly cultivated are in much better 
condition than under the old regime. And with 
the present certainty that a home market will 
soon be opened to the products of the islands 
there will be every incentive to replace tha 
necessary beasts of burden and to reclaim the 
fertile lands, as is now being done so extensively.

* Following cable just received from Alfred 
Holt and Co. of Liverpool, owners of the British 
steamer Clalchas, which vessel was seized by 
Russian Viadivostock squadron off the Japanese 
coast-about July 26: _ 

‘* Galchas release appealed against by Russian 
crown advocate because among mail matter was 
financial information addressed to Japan officials 
contiining information of value to the enemy. 
We give definite instructions to notify post- 
‘office department that we refuse to carry ay mail 
for Japan during the duration of the war.” 

“The Culchaa is one of the regular liners 
operati:g between Puget Sound, London and 
Liverpool, via Japanese waters and the Suez 
Canal. She was‘on her regular voyage and 
her carzo contained ‘no contraband. Under- 
stand the Russian crown advocate bases. his 
upjeal against release on the fact that. the 
United States mail carried by Calchas contained 
information for Japanese authorities. Hope 
United States will take immediate action 
against detention and confiscation of the Calchas 
on account of carrying United States mails. 
This is certalnly an outrage against the United 
States that'should not be allowed to pass. 
Please be ‘notified that during the duration of 
the war we must decline to carry United States~ 
miils for Japan. Kindly advise what action 
will probably ba taken by department.”

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co’s Piece Goods Trade 
Report, dated Shanghai, 24th November, states :—- 
It cannot be denied that the manner in which the 
recent disgraceful episoie in the North Sea is be- 
ing handled by the British Government has 
caused, to say the least, great disappoinment out 
here, ag it was thought it might have been the 
means of bringing about an early termination of 
the war. That contingency has undoubtedly been 

‘the prime factor in the heavy forward transactions 
entered into by the dealers here, and it has not, 
so far, caused them to waver, importers are begin- 
ning to think that perhaps a little more discretion 
ia advisable. As things are going it seems that 
unnecessary haste was displayed in placing orders 
for the Spring, butof course it cannot be ascertained 
to what extent that early buying has influenced, 
not only the home markets, but also the course of 
exchange. Manchester manuf must have 
scored very heavily, if they bought “futures” to 
cover their sales, which they no doubt did, and it 
is probably owing to that the market dor “spot” 
cotton is lower in Liverpool. There seems to be 
still great uncertainty as to the probable size of 
the crop in the United States, some estimates be- 
ing a8 low as ten millions. The Government 
estimate should be out in another week or ten 
days.
